As  promised  in  the  last  issue  of  SCRIP  TALK,  I  have  completed  a  study  of 
realized  from  Walter's  auctions  from  May,  1979  to  November,  1980.

The  following  principles  were  used  in  the  study: 

1.  All  multiple  item  lots  were  excluded  from  the  study. 

2.  All  unlisted  tokens  were  excluded  also. 

Items  for  which  the  bid  obviously  was  too  high  or  too  low  for  the  Rarity 
value  in  Edkins'  Catalog  were  excluded. 

4.  Auctions  No.  57  and  58  were  combined  into  one  entry,  because  the  total 
number  of  items  in  each  auction  were  too  low. 

5.  Weighted  averages  were  computed  from  the  totals  of  all  auctions  during 
the  preceding  twelve  months. 

6.  Weighted  averages  were  obtained  by  accumulating  the  total  dollars  realized 
for  all  lots  in  a  rarity  value  and  dividing  by  the  total  number  of  lots.

xJESTION:  What  do  the  terms  "permissible  explosives",  "monobel"  and  "cardox" 

mean?  (PA  MX4;  MX17;  VA  MX1;  MAV  19a,  etc.) 

ANSWER:  The  best  answer  can  be  taken  from  three  paragraphs  of  Stuart  Brown's 

book  titled  "SCRIP"  -  pages  68  and  69.  This  book  can  be  bought  from 
Scriptor  Brown  for  approx.  $20.00. 

"A  permissible  explosive  is  one  that  is  the  same  as,  or  in  all  respects 
similar  to  an  explosive  tested  by  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  and  found  to  be 
proper  for  use  in  coal  mines"...  "One  Cardox  consisted  of  a  steel  tube, 
with  a  cartridge  in  its  center.  The  cartridge  contained  sodium  chlorate, 
aluminum  carbon  dioxide  and  when  an  electric  charge  shot  through  the 
cartridge,  it  would  trigger  the  generation  of  great  heat,  the  volati¬ 
lization  of  carbon  dioxide,  a  terrific  gas  explosion  -  a  terrific 
pressure,  and  an  almost  immediate  explosion.  Cardox  was  especially 
suitable  for  use  in  mines  where  there  was  a  great  danger  of  'fire  damp' 
explosions.  It  was  also  used  in  mines  where  lump  coal  wa6  the  primary 
product.  And  it  was  widely  used  in  Illinois  where  dynamiting  in  mines 
was  outlawed."  "Monobel  was  a  DuPont  trade  name  for  an  ammonia  dynamite 
usually  used  in  blasting  coal." 


QUESTION:  Steve  Ratliff  wants  to  know  if  the  rarity  on  VA  1193A5  (R8);  A50  (R7); 

A100  (R6)  are  correct  as  he  has  only  found  a  few  listed  in  past  auctions 
of  3  to  5  years. 

COMMENT:  A  true  rated  R6  or  above  token  will  occasionally  be  found  in  auctions, 

but  are  usually  found  only  in  collections  or  trading  stock.  An  R6  rating 
means  50  to  74  pieces  known.  Undoubtedly  with  close  to  350  serious 
collectors,  one  can  readily  see  why  few  should  be  in  an  auction.  This 
correlates  with  the  rating.  On  the  other  hand,  a  rating  of  R7  for 
WV  469A500  -  B500  -  C500,  one  should  not  expect  to  see  every  other 
collector  at  a  show,  have  them  available  at  $4  to  $6.  I  suspect  the 
rarity  in  this  case  to  be  too  high! 


QUESTION:  What  are  the  criteria  for  submitting  an  article  for  "SCRIP  TALK"  and  be 
eligible  for  the  Ancil  Donohoe  ? 

COMMENT:  Chairwoman  Betty  Light  (Morgantown,  WV)  states  that  three  requirements 

must  be  met:  (1)  must  be  an  NSCA  member  (2)  articles  should  be  about 
scrip,  or  a  company  that  issued  scrip,  or  scrip  related  (3)  article 
should  be  original  -  no  reprints. 


QUESTION:  At  the  last  show,  Kerry  Schaeper  was  asking  about  a  "STICKING  TOMMY". 

Is  this  term  coal  related? 


QUESTION:  Several  collectors  have  asked  of  a  certain  maverick:  R.E.D. /C.C.  if  it

The  recent  article  regarding  the  cleaning  of  scrip,  by  Cindy  Grellman,  contains 
a  few  passages  that  are  subject  to  debate.  The  vast  majority  of  token  collectors  were 
avid  coin  collectors  at  one  time  or  another  and  are  quite  familiar  with  the  principles 
of  condition,  price  and  desireability  of  coins  and  can  impart  more  knowledge  to  the 
ex- coin  collector  than  he  can  bring  to  our  hobby. 

My  advice  to  the  newcomer  is,  forget  those  principals  regarding  coins  and  keep 
an  open  mind  about  tokens.  This  is  a  whole,  new  "ball  game"  and  out  of  the  rarefied 
atmosphere  of  "MINT  STATE  65". 

Cindy's  analogy  of  coins  to  tokens  is  also  debatable,  since  there  are  many 
differences  between  the  two.  Tokens  are  subject  to  much  harder  use  and  abuse  -  many 
being  holed,  gouged,  unearthed,  salvaged  from  fire,  rivers,  cement,  etc.  They  are  also 
made  of  less  common  fabrics  such  as  aluminum,  brass,  steel,  white  metal,  bi-metal,  zinc, 
plated,  celluloid,  fibre  and  vulcanite.  Consequently,  not  many  tokens  are  found  in 
pristine  condition,  minus  scratches,  or  with  a  uniform  toning.  The  average  token  is 
^usually  dirty,  corroded,  spotted,  or  pitted,  so  its  appearance  can  be  improved  with 
careful  cleaning.  For  a  plain,  dirty  token,  a  soaking  in  a  mild  soap  solution  (such 
as  Ivory)  and  then  a  brushing  with  a  tooth  brush  usually  does  the  job.  For  more  advanced 
cleaning  methods,  an  excellent  reference  is:  "Cleaning  of  Coins  and  Medals"  by  G.  Welter.
